roln perk in various capacities for twen- 
ty two year* He has clone most of the 
planning for the zoological garden and 
conservatories. and the iH^autifvil palm 
house, storked with a wonderful variety 
of rare plant*, ia hi* latest work. 

1 he huddlin' for the academy ia 
planned to admit of indefinite enlarge¬ 
ment in the future. It will be three 
stories in height, with Spanish tile roof. 
Ihe first story, is of brownstone. with 
pressed brick and terra 'cotta alcove, 
massive and rich cornice crowning the 
whole. An elaborate entrance arch 
leads to the main stair hall, So feet 
wide and 6-i feet long, with marble 
wainscoting and floor and ornamental 
stairs on each side leading to the sec¬ 
ond story. This ball is spacious and 
well lighted, and with the objects that 
may be placed on view there will be 
formed a dignified vestibule to the rest 
of the building. To the right on the 
first floor is an auditorium to by 5« feet 
m size, and to the left are the well ar¬ 
ranged offices of the park commission¬ 
ers. and also tbe office* mid laboratory vf* 
the academy. ' 

In the second story will be the great 
museum—a single room. 127 bv r»7 feet, 
with a gallery 12 feet wide, the whole 
* hted by an immense skylight. The 
. -ement. also well lighted, will be for 
work and storage rooms, and the entire 
structure will cost $73,000. Mr Mat¬ 
thew Laflin, who donated that amount, 
is a pioneer of the pioneers, as he located 
in Chicago in 1*37. and is still living 
there at the agebf ninety-two. His son, 
(George L. Lifiin. is a millionaire, and 
will see that the institution has ample 
funds to sustain it.
